—It is reported that Bishop Thos. F. Hen- 
drickes, of Providence, R.1., will be trans- 
ferred to the Hartford R. C. Diocese, made 
vacant by the death of Bishop Galberry. 

—The Church of the Transfiguration, N. Y., 
celebrated its thirtieth anniversary. Sunday, 
Oct. 6th. Dr. Houghton bas been its only 
pastor. The church is rich in good works and 
alms-deeds. 

—Canon Farrar denies that he was photo- 
graphed in the attitude of prayer. “To those 
who know me," he says, “I need hardly say 
that I should regard such conduct as inexcus- 
ably foolish aud disgracefully profane.” 

—The Rev. J. C. Stoughton baving accepted 
the Demo-Greenback nomination for Congress 
in the Fourth Illinois District, bis Methodist 
Conference last week gave him his option tc 
drop politics or “locate,” and he decided to 
stick to the pulpit. 

—The Presbyterian Synod of Northern Il- 
linois sat in Rock Island last week. It urged 
Sunday-schools to use the lesson papers and 
book of the Board, and appointed the Rev. A. 
E. Kittredge and Messrs. C. B. Nelson, H. W. 
King, and L. McGunn, all of Chicago, a com- 
mittee of correspondence on Sabbath observ- 
ance in the United States. 

—Prof. M. L. D’Ooge, of Michigan State 
University, was ordained by Council of 
Churches convened at the Congrerational 
Church, Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 16. Sermon 
by the Rev. J. Morgan Smith, of Grand Rap- 
ids; ordaining prayer. by the Rev. Lecroy 
Warren, of Lansing; charge by the Rev. Dr. 
Holmes, of Chelsea, and fellowship of the 
church by the Rev. Moses Smith, of Jackson. 

—The Rev. Thomas Street, D.D., of Cortland, 
N. Y., died instantly of heart disease on the 
cars, on his way to attend the meeting of the 
Synod of Central New York, at Oswego, Oct. 
16th. He was formerly the Secretary of the 
Sunday-school Union, and bad been settled in 
Philadelphia, York, and New York City. He 
left the latter parish partly because of health, 
accepting a cal] to the Presbyterian Church ot 
Cortland six years ago, where, last winter, 
under bis pastorate the church enjoyed a most 
remarkable revival, with an ingathering of 
upwards of 140 persons, including many heads 
of families, two or three entire familles. 

—At the annual] meeting of the N. Y. Pres- 
byterian Synod, last week, a proposition was 
made that the General Assembly should be 
»vertured to alter the form of government 
by making the office of evangelist a permanent 
office in the church. It was referred to a 
committee. Dr. Burchard presented to the 
Synod’s attention the following recommenda- 
tion of the late General Assembly : “‘ That the 
churches encourage both by example and co- 
operation, the efforts of the International 
Sabbath Association’s and all other judicial ef- 
forts to arrest Sabbath desecration by steam- 
boat and railway,” and, the committee adds, 
“ by liquor selling and intemperance.”’
